From Mexico 


Mexico City—Foreigners who are 
ministers of the Gospel may be pre- 
vented from entering Mexico under 
the terms of a law adopted by the 
Mexican Government under date of 
March 13, 1926, but not given pub- 
licity at that time. The prohibition 
referred to is contained in numerals 
IX and XI of Article 29 of the law, 
which are as follows: 

“Article 29: There shall not enter 
the Republic and there shall therefore 
be denied entry to, any alien belong- 
ing to any of the following classes: 

“TX. An alien whose profession is 
one that he may not legally exercise 
in the Republic. 

“XI. Any other alien who, in the 
opinion of the Executive, should not 
be allowed to enter”. 

This law was not published in the 
“Official Gazette,” until April 19, al- 
though a rumor as to its passage had, 
‘apparently, reached the press prior to 
ithat date, and a representative of “E] 
‘Universal,’ who called at the Ministry 
of the Interior to verify the rumor, was
